IMPROVED RUSSIAN MULBERRIES 


An Open Letter, 


LawRENcE, Kan., Aug. 23, 1894. 

Me. W. F. Herxes, Huntsviuuz, Ava. 

Deak Sr1r:—I notice your inquiry in the 
Practica NuRsERYMAN for an improved 
variety of the Russian Mulberry. I have 
one black fruited variety which bears ber- 
ries of the largest size of that class, but 
has another feature—being an everbear- 
ing sort. The tree ripens its first fruit 
soon after the first ripe strawberries in 
June. Then they are so full that the 
branches bend with the weight of the 
berries, and continue this year until now, 
as the few sent by today’s mail will bear 
evidence. Of course they are not as large, 
nor are there many now left, but when in 
prime five berries will measure 114 inches 
across when laid side by side, and each 
berry one inch long or better. It is more 
constant bearing than Downing and far 
more prolific. I grafted a few trees last 
year and am waiting for the result.

Mr. Willard writes: “The orders that we 
have had to come in for buds and trees of 
the Willard Plum this year, have exceeded 
all anticipation.” 


We were favored with a_ basket of 
Abundance Plums from Mr. Henry Lutz, 
Youngstown, N. Y., shipped August 13th. 
They were the handsomest we have seen. 
Some of the largest specimens measured 
614 to 614 inches in circumference. They 
were fully ripe and excellent in flavor. 


There is a good demand for Wild Goose 
plum trees in New Jersey, Delaware and 
Maryland. It has been one of the most 
profitable market fruits there this season. 


Mr. C. H. Webster, Centralia, Ill., writes: 
“The Robinson Plum bore a heavy crop of 
nice large plums this year; the Miner a 
light crop. No other sorts produced any- 
thing. All seemed to have been killed 
with the late Spring frost.” 
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Rbundanee and Sweet Botan. 


There is some confusion concerning 
Abundance and Sweet Botan. The Rural 
New Yorker and some others give Sweet 
Botan as a synonym of Abundance. This 
is an error. The variety so generally dis- 
seminated under the simple name of Botan 
and called by Mr. Berckmans Yellow Flesh- 
ed Botan, is identical with Abundance. To 
prove this beyond a doubt, we procured 
cions of Mr. Lovett, who first used the 
name Abundance, from his original stock, 
and we find the trees propagated from 
these cions identical with Yellow Fleshed 
Botan. The foliage and growth of the 
trees of Sweet Botan is so distinct from 
Abundance that there is not the slightest 
difficulty in distinguishing the one from 
the other. The Sweet Botan is now named 
Berckmans by Prof. L. H Bailey, and we 
think it should be so catalogued to avoid 
further confusion. 


The Abundanee Plum. 


There is such a multitude of “superior” 
novelties appearing every year which are 
really inferior, that when a really and 
truly superior novelty is found, The R. 
N.-Y. delights in giving it all possible 
publicity that its readers may be among 
the first to be benefited by the new intro- 
duction. That the Abundance proves to 
be about all that is claimed for it, seems 
now a settled fact. It is to us a blessing 
and a revelation; a blessing that we may 
now enjoy piums of our own :aising, and 
a revelation in that we have never before 
been able to raise plums because of the 
curculio. Our friends should bear in 
mind that our tree was not planted until 
the spring of 1890, and it has borne three 
crops. Last season, the tree was so loaded 
that three props were used and the tree 
anchored so as to resist heavy winds. It 
was estimated that this young tree bore 
nearly three bushels, and the yield this 
season will probably be as much. Last 
year the plums began to color August 5. 
None had fallen or rotted. This year they 
began to color August 1. Many rotten 
ones had fallen. Last year none was fully 
ripe August 12, though all were ripening. 
The color was then a light green and 
crimson. On August 18, all were picked, 
though not fully ripe The bees attacked 
them in such numbers that all would have 
been destroyed if longer left upon the

tree. As stated last year, we have grown 
about 25 varieties of plums—many of 
them said to be curculio-proof—, but the 
Abundance is the only variety that could 
hold its fruit to maturity. * * * * * 

A resume of what we have already pub- 
lished as to the Abundance elsewhere, is 
as follows: 

W. W. Farnsworth, of Lucas county, O., 
fears that it blooms too early. 

Prof. J. L. Budd, Story county, Ia., says 
that it is not hardy unless top-worked on 
native stock. Then it bears well and is 
not a8 much injured by the curculio as 
most other foreign plums. It is not, he 
says, equal in size or quality to some 
Russian plums which are much hardier in 
the tree. 

W. F. Bird, of Washtenaw county, Mich., 
reports the trees remarkably hardy and 
healthy. 

S. D. Willard, of Ontario county, N. Y., 
says that he is greatly delighted with its 
flavor and size as well as its market qual- 
ities. The masses of the people will be 
much pleased with it for home use. It 
sells fully as well as other plums in the 
market, if not better. It is a heavy 
bearer, and, on the whole, a profitable and 
desirable sort. 

Our friend, Isaac Hicks, of Queens 
county, Long Island, N. Y., says that it is 
excellent in quality and a great bearer. 
Burbank is of better flavor. 

H. L. Fairchild, of Fairchild county, 
Conn., says that it ripens when peaches 
are most abundant, which will probably 
hurt its market. Its quality and beautiful © 
color make it very nearly the best for 
home use and market. It is practically 
curculio-proof.—Rural New Yorker, Au- 
gust 25, 1894. 


“Tam now ready to say, don’t let any 
one tempt you into planting any of the 
Russian apricots. Those who have trees 
already planted would do better to cut 
them down, or in August or September, 
bud them over to some of the most relia- 
ble European varieties. The Harris apri- 
cot,a native seedling of central New York, 
is being quite largely grown there for 
commercial purposes and is a marked 
success, fuily as large as the best grown in 
California, but not quite so clear in color, 
but so much better in quality as to make 
and hold a place in the market against 
the very best from California. If New 
England people want to grow apricots for 
home use or market, it would appear that 
the Harris variety was the one best suited 
to the situation here.’—J. H. Hale in 
Courant.

The orders will be packed in Huntsville, 
and those for less than car lots will be 
combined to make up car lots and shipped 
to these points and distributed promptly 
to the various railroads centering there.

This offer to deliver to distributing 
points free of freight charges will not 
apply to less than car-lot orders, if ship-

WILLARD (No. 26 BoTan)—A month earlier in ripening than Abundance, earlier than Wild

Rates.—As we send this list to the trade only, 
we make the difference in prices between the 10, 
100 and 1000 rates very slight—simply sufficient, 
as a rule, to cover the ditterence in the expense 
of handling in the smallernumbers. We uni- 
formly tie in bunches of 10, when consistent 
with the order, and we suggest to our customers 
to make their orders for varieties in multiples 
of 10 as far as practicable. Orders for 50 and 
not over 300 trees, if for not less than 10 of a 
variety, will be charged at the rate per hundred. 
Orders requiring 300 trees or more, and not less 
than 10 of a variety. will be filled at the lowest 
quoted prices. Orders for less than 10 trees of 
one variety, will be charged at the rate per ten. 


Smason.—Our packing and shipping season 
begins by the 20th of September, and continues 
until about the first of March. 

We have great advantages to offer here in 
early shipments for the North in Spring. We 
do not accept orders for trees we do not grow, as 
we never buy trecs to sell again. You can de- 
pend upon us for fresh dug trees. Each order 
is taken up separately, and not until it is 
wanted for shipment. 

SuHIppinGc DirEecTIons.—We respectfully beg 
our patrons to furnish us with explicit direc- 
tions as to shipping, and the mode of conveyance 


by which they desire trecs forwarded. When no. 


particular directions are given, Wwe forward 
according to the best of our judgment. But in 
no case do we assume any responsibility as to 
safe uelivery and condition of Trees and Plants 
after a proper shipment by us. 


RELEASE.—When prepayment of freight is not 
required, we will Kelease and Guarantee, and 
take forwarder’s receipt and mail to consignee. 
Itis left to the option of the shipper of trees 
over some railroads, whether he will release 
them or not under the clause ‘‘Value less than 
$5.00 per 100 lbs.’”’ If released under this clause, 
the freight is less on roads governed by this 
classification,and we will assume it to be proper 
to make this release, without reference to the 
value of the trees, unless instructed to the con- 
trary. This clause does not apply upon roads 
under some of the district classitications, and 
because of this confusion we will not be held 
responsible for any oversight to release, unless 
instructed by our customers. Claims for delay 
or loss must be made to the forwarders. 


PACKAGES.—The cost of package must be 
added to the prices quoted in this list,as follows: 

Boxes 30 inches square, from 7% to 9 feet long, 
as the trees may require, each $2.50; boxes 24 
inches, $2.00; boxes 13 inches, $1.50; bales from 
25c. to 75c. each. 

PACKING.—Goods will be packed in moss, and 
especial care taken to insure their arrival in the 
best condition. : 

ASSORTMENTS.—We do not require customers 
to take an assortment they do not wish, but will 
sell one variety alone if desired. If any substi- 
tution can be allowed, either in grade or variety, 
it should be so stated when making the order. 
As a rule we do not substitute without per- 
mission. 

CAUTION.—We accept all orders upon the con- 
dition that they shall be void, should any injury 
befall the trees from frost, hail, storm, fire, or 
other causes over which we have no control. 


Terms.—Cash. When desired, we will allow 30 
to 60 days from date of shipment, to responsible, 


prompt-paying customers. Parties with whom 
we have had no business transactions, will save 
time by sending reference, Bank, if possible, 
with order. We wish it expressly understood 
that payment is expected from the first collec- 
tions made, and the time named is only intended 
as so many days of grace in which to make 
returns. To northern customers, who wish to 
lay in stock for Spring trade, we will ship late 
in Fall or early in Spring, and allow time for 
payment till May 15th.

We do not allow any 
discount for cash, but we make our prices low to 
command cash, or prompt returns.

Forms OF PAYMENT.—AII bills are payable at 
the office of the seller, and Peniitianess. should 
be made by drafts on New York, Chicago or St. 
Louis, or by money orders on some Express 
Company, or by postal orders. We will, how- 
ever, accept checks from those of our customers 
who may be located at places having no bank- 
ing, express or postal facilities, provided they 
make.them in every case payable ‘‘with ex- 
change’, or add %4 of onecent. to the amount of 
the bill for the cost of collection.

sum greater than that originally received for 
said trees, etc., that shall prove untruc. 

ACCEPTANCE.—Notice should be sent us by tel- 
egraph, at our expense, if there is any cause of 
complaint,or should the trees be refused, stating 
reasons. Claims for deduction, from whatever 
cause,will receive consideration only when made 
promptly upon the receipt of the trees. If trees 
show any signs of shrivelling upon arrival, they 
can usually be restored by being thoroughly 
watered and buried entirely under the ground 
for two or three days. Should there be any frost 
in the trees upon arrival, they should not be 
removed from the box until the frost is all out. 
The box should be placed in the cellar or pro- 
tected in some other way. The presence of 
frost in the boxes is not to be cousidered an 
evidence of bad condition, 2s we pack to 
secure the trees against damage, if the frost 
is allowed to come ont in the natural way 
Goods will be considered accepted if removed 
from the boxes in which thoy are packed, with- 
out notice of complaint to us, and without our 
orders for their disposition.
